We fail to sec how 


even "the smallest welfare check 
escapes thc reach of the sales tax 
Mr. Washburn' fought so hard a 
few years back. Perhaps in Hemp- 
stead County (hey have found an 
all-encompassing 
substitute 
for 


store-bought and sales-taxed food 
and clothing; if so, Mr. Washburn 


assist the rest of us. 


Neither 
can 
we accept 
any 


premise that most of those on 
'welfare lists arc lolling in tho 
splendors of thc social 
welfare 


state. 
Their small checks may 


keep the wolf from the door but 
arc scarcely sufficient to attract 
the strong and thc able for long if 
more rewarding pursuits arc avail- 
able. We cannot believe, for ex- 
ample, that the aid extended thc 
Iftclplcss aged or the dependent 
child is less than society's mini- 
mal responsibility. We cannot be- 
lieve that many of these recipients 
genuinely prefer their place on (ho 
roster of society's dependent. 


Admittedly, 
there have been 


abuses. 
Governor. Faubus and 


Welfare Commissioner Carl Adams 
have shown no compunction about 
using the welfare program for po- 
Jitical'purposes.- Such'acts'as'Mr. 
•dam's instructional letlcrs sent 
out just before elections arc to be 
deplored. But the fault is not in 
the innocent, but in those who ex- 
ploit, thc humanitarian functions 
society has long since assumed. 


So, where there arc political 


abuses, let us tighten the regula- 
tions barring 
the welfare pro- 


gram's involvement 
in politics. 


There are, moreover, improvc- 


tgicnts which should be made in 
~ic welfare programs. 
Profes- 


sional social workers should be 
less encumbered by red tape in 
carrying out their assignments, 
but at the same time protected 
against political pressures exerted 
by elected officials. 
' 


Thus, while we arc as opposed 


as Mr. Washburn to the machina- 
tions in the administration of tho 
welfare programs, we must object 
^o thc remedy he prescribes. 
Universal suffrage, is a basic ele- 


ment of democracy. If reform in 
welfare is demanded, then it must. 
begin with the real offenders and 
not those exploited.
